Mro  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasrre  in  presenting  to  '^ou  the  report  for 
the  year  1940;  a year  which  has  seen  the  introduction  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  and  of  a divisional  system  of 
Health  Administration  operated  by  your  Council  and  the  .Vest 
Riding  County  Council. 

The  former  is  a revolutionary  piece  of  legislation  so 
far  as  the  health  services  of  this  country  are  concerned,  and 
it  is  too  early  to  comment  on  its  success,  or  failings. 

The  scheme  of  Divisional  Administration  has  permitted 
a more  satisfactory  integration  of  the  local  health  services,  and 
has  enabled  me  to  compile  a full  report  on  both  Local  Authority 
and  County  Council  services. 

Toe  report  shows  that  the  health  of  the  district  was 
generally  satisfeuctory  and  although  the  birth  rate  was  low,  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  much  below  average. 

ucarlet  Fever  was  more  prevs.lent  than  usual,  and  in 
com-'on  with  adiacent  districts,  Earby  experienced  an  epidemic 
of  measles  in  the  second  h 'If  of  the  year. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Mnubers,  the  Clerk  cind  other  Officials,  and  the 
Staff  of  the  Dcuartment  for  their  kindness  and  courteous 
assistance  throughout  the  year.

Since  the  commencement  of  the  Na,tional  Health  Service- 
Act,  1946  on  the  5th  July,  there  has  been  a greater  demand  on 
the  ambulance  service  by  the  general  medical  practitioners  and 
hospitals.  The  position  during  the  latter  months  became  so  acute 
that  the  Co imcil 'obtained  permission  from  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  (the  ambulance  authority)  to  use  taxis  supplied 
by  local  taxi  proprietors  to  deal  with  sitting  case  patients 
in  order  that  ’the” ambulance  could  be  available  lor  urgent  and 
more  serious  cases.  The  sitting  car  scheme  cormpenced  in 
November  and  has  so  far  worked  successfully.  The  number  of 
patients  conveyed  being  20, 

The  ambulazioe  drivers  duties  have  been  practically  a 
full  time  occupation  and  more  calls  have  been  made  on  the  Si, 
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Johns _i\mbnlance  Corps  for  ainbrlance  attendants.  The  County 
Council  reimburse  the  Corps  for  the  loss  of  time  which  their 
attendants  suffer  in  their  employment. 

In  comionrision  with  past  years  the  ambulance  service 
has  been  put  to  great  strain  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  very 
near  future  the  County  Council  will  make  substantial  provision 
for  improvement  and  expansion  of  this  service  in  this  area.

RQDEilT  CONTROL 

The  Department  is  responsible  ior  the  administration 
of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919  and  the  applicable 
provisions  of  the  Infestation  Order  1943. 

79  visits  were  made  durin^^  the  year  in  order  to  deal 
with  complaints  received . No  heav^^'  infestations  were  met  with 
but  minor  infestations  were  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s 
Sewa.^e  Works,  Depot,  and  various  individual  properties. 

During;  September  a test  was  carried  out  on  39 
nijuiholes  on  the  Gouncil’s  sewaf^’e  system.  The  test  revealed 
that  no  takes  were  recorded  and  that  the  sewape  system,  was  free 
from  rat  infestation. 
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
